Strawberry Crop 


In Southern Ohio 


Straw berry 
picking 
began 
in

Vernon P atterso n, extension h o r­ 
ticulturist, Ohio State U niversity, 
said today tjie crop will ripen from 
south to north and will provide 
Ohio consum ers with hom egrown 
berries through m ost of June. 
C om m ercial plantings of straw ­ 
berries in Ohio average between 
2,000 
or 
2,500 
acres 
per 
y ear 
Yields of a t least 3,000 quarts p e r 
acre are required to m eet cost of 
production. 


Scarcity of pickers keeps p lan t­ 
ings sm all. The com m ercial crop 
is supplem ented by m any sm all 
plantings, harvested by fam ily la ­ 
bor and sold directly to consum ers 
at roadside. 


P atterson said straw berries of 
highest quality are obtained when 
picked ripe and sold quickly. “T hat 
m akes ‘hom e-grow n’ berries t h e 
choice fruit for freezing and th at 
'd essert su p re m e -stra w b e rry short- 
cake.’’ he added. 


B erries for freezing are best fla ­ 
vored when the rich red color is 
found 
clear 
through 
the 
fruit 


W hite-fleshed berries are not good 
for freezing.

W hether your farm loses 2 or 20 
tons of topsoil per acre yearly due 
to erosion, depends on how you 
handle the w ater that fulls on slop­ 
ing fields, points out the Middle 
W est Soil Im provem ent Com m ittee. 
M aking rain work for instead of 
against you, is largely a m atter of 
good 
soil 
m anagem ent. 
Agrono­ 
m ists have found that soils high in 
organic m atter soak up m ore w a­ 
te r quickly and store it for grow- 
i ing crops.

Use contour cultivation, g r a s s 
waterw ays 
and 
strip 
croppi n g 
| m ethods to keep w ater and top­ 
soil at home. Contour cultivation 
provides “ baffles” that help p re­ 
vent rain from escaping. S t r i p 
cropping m akes long slopes short­ 
er. E ach furrow m akes a tiny dam 
that slows down w ater runoff. By 
holding back the w ater, these dam s 
allow tim e for more to soak into 
the soil.

Spotlight Turns 
On Picnic Foods 


Price Reductions 
Generally Small 


By The Associated Press 
Picnic and “ outdoor” foods took 
the spotlight in most stores this 
'veek to attract shoppers preparing 
for the Memorial Day holiday and 
.a t is usually one of the biggest 
picnic weekends of the year. 
Smoked, 
canned 
and 
picnic 
hams, small turkeys, f r y i n g 
chickens, frankfurters, hambur­ 
ger and cold meats were special­ 
ly priced in many meat depart 
ments. 


The reductions 
were 
generally 
•mall and the irreguiar-fryers, for 
example, were off 
as 
much 
as 
four cents a pound in some markets 
up as much as six cents in others 
Other popular cuts of moat, like 
beef roasts, pork chops and legs 
of lamb, advanced a few cents a 
pound in scattered areas. 
Fresh corn, lemons, limes, water­ 
melons and cherries also were be 
ing stressed this week, with prices 
trimmed a little in most places as 
shipments increased. 
Grapefruit and oranges continued 
in the food bargain class. Straw­ 
berries were about unchanged but | 
their quality was improving 
The 
first Texas plums of the season, 
and the first California canteloupes 
reached some markets this week. 
but were relatively high-priced. 
j 
Asparagus, 
cabbage, 
cucum- 1 
hers. lettuce, spinach 
and 
on­ 
ions averaged a trifle lower. To 
m a toes were about steady, and 
sweet 
potatoes, 
radishes 
and 
celery were higher. 
Early summer vegetables, oran­ 
ges. broilers and fryers, eggs and 
dairy products topped the Agricul­ 
ture Department’s 
list of 
most 
plentiful foods for thrifty 
buying 
during the month of June. Dairy 
products will be at or near peak 
abundance for the season.

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Interest Mounts As Convention Time Nears 
Laff-A-Day 
W eekly Questions and Answers 
Bv Ray Tucker 


With conventions of both major politi­ 
cal parties only a few weeks away, the 
talk of identity of candidates for presi­ 
dent is growing fast. 
So far as the Republicans are concerned 
the ending of the primary election season 
finds the situation growing more tense as 
to the contest between Senator Taft and 
General Eisenhower. 
In definitely pledged delegates both 
these contenders are, to all practical pur­ 
poses. on almost an equal footing. Taft 
has to date a few more than his chief 
rival, but the lead at this time means 
very little. 
There could be a decided change, or a 
startling shift of sentiment, 
most any 
‘time in the next three weeks, but so far 
neither man has enough to assure nomi­ 
nation. 
It is a question whether other active 
candidates like Warren or Stassen can 
be considered a serious threat, although 
in a deadlock between Taft and Eisen­ 
hower there is an outside possibility that 
Warren could be. Stassen is weaker than 
he was four years ago. 
There continues to be much talk of a 
“dark horse’’ if a deadlock develops and 
prominent in this discussion the name of 
General MacArthur keeps coming to the 
fore. MacArthur insists he is in no sense 
a candidate, but strange things sometimes 
have happened in a long drawn out bal­ 
loting in a national convention. 
Almost an equal amount of interest is 
developing in the Democratic situation. 
The only candidate who 
has 
shown 
any ability to attract a national following 
is Kefauver, He has amazed the oid-line 
professionals, who were certain that his 
balloon would collapse ignominiously. In­ 
stead, he has had only one minor set­ 
back, in Florida, and even there he made 
a better showing against the popular Rus­ 
sell than was anticipated. 
If proven public sentiment meant a 
thing, he would be a cinch for the nom­ 
ination. But the top Truman administra­ 
tion brass wants no part of him and the 
chances are that they’ll be able to stop 


him at the convention—something t h e y 
couldn’t do in the primaries. 
Potent powers within the party are be­ 
hind Averill Harriman. But, politically 
speaking, he is a question mark. He has 
never run for office. He is a quiet, un­ 
dramatic figure who has, so far as any­ 
one can now see. no public following of 
any size. 
There is a very real possibility that the 
Democratic convention will be deadlock­ 
ed. and will finally choose someone who 
is seldom mentioned now—such as Speak­ 
er of the House Rayburn. 
Many Republicans still seem to feel that 
it’s all over but the shouting—that their 
man, whoever he is. is practically a cinch 
to defeat any available Democrat. This, 
of course,was also felt in 1948, and the 
more objective political observers think 
that those who still hold it may be due 
for a painful awakening. 
The Democratic candidate will run on 
the Truman platform. The president, re­ 
gardless of how badly his prestige may 
have slipped, will be the biggest force 
behind the scenes at the convention. All 
of the possible candidates have endorsed 
Trum an’s so-called “fair deal.’’ That is 
Due of Kefauver, who has leaned over 
backward to avoid criticizing the presi­ 
dent and his program. It is true, to slight­ 
ly varying degrees, of Russell, Kerr, Har­ 
riman and Stevenson. 
The Truman administration is making 
its strongest bid yet for labor backing— 
as witness the president’s action in the 
steel crisis. And it has been given the 
unequivocal endorsement of Philip Mur­ 
ray and other labor leaders. 
People who want to unseat the Demo­ 
crats often make the* dangerous mistake 
ol considering only the administration’s 
political liabilities—and disregarding its 
political assets. The Democratic platform 
of 1952 will be, so far as basic principles 
are concerned, much the same platform 
with which Truman ran to victory in 1948 
when almost no one gave him a chance. 
From the Republican viewpoint, over­ 
confidence could be politically suicidal. 


Blue-Gray March About Over 


NEW 
YORK— f.ft —Memorial 
Day this year saw fewer than a 
dozen survive of the massed mil 
lions who fought in the American 
war of brother-against - brother 
that ended 87 years ago 
This long and bitter struggle 
played so important a role in our 
national story, ii is still so close 
to us as a people, it seem s in­ 
credible that soon even the last 
drummer boy who took part in 
it will have been swallowed by 
time. 
The earth is a tomb of many 
vanished'arm ies, but 
few 
will 
live longer in memory than those 
that contended under the banners 
of the Federal 
Union 
and 
the 
Confederacy from 1861 to 
1865 
Those memories in many minds 
even now are like sensitive scar 
tissue. 
Historians now class the Civil 
War as the first 
modern 
war, 
and 
certainly 
it 
made 
many 
changes in the art of battle both 
afoot and at sea 
it truly was a big war, consid­ 
ering the population at the time 
The North threw 2,128.948 
men 
into action and suffered 349,944 
casualties. The number of troops 
on the South's side is debatable. 
Northern historians put the fig­ 


ure as high as 1,400,000 out of a 
white populace of only five m il­ 
lion. Estim ates by Southern his­ 
torians go 
as 
low 
as 
600.000. 
Woodrow Wilson said the South 
put 900.000 men in the field and 
placed their losses in killed and 
wounded at 133,821. 
As in most w ars before the de 
velopment 
of 
sanitation 
tech­ 
niques, disease took more lives 
than bullets. The North, for ex­ 
ample, lost only about 
110,000 
men from combat wounds. It lost 
nearly 200,000 through diseases. 
The cost of the war is still go­ 
ing on, mainly now in the form 
of payments to the widows of vet­ 
erans But every once in a while 
someone still tries to get the gov­ 
ernment to pay for a mule that 
one of (J S. Grant’s men in Blue 
stole from his great great grand 
daddy's farm. 


The North ended the war by 
the grinding weight of superior 
manpower and industrial might. 
But although finally worn down, 
the South managed 
to em erge 
with most of the heroes. 


C ertainly today when school­ 
boys. both North and South, read 
of the great battles of that war, 
their hearts go out most to the

chieftains of ‘‘The Lost Cause’*— 
soldiers 
like 
Robert 
E. 
Lee, 
Stonewall Jackson, and that sab­ 
re in-uniform, Jeb Stuart. 
U. S. Grant was a Titan, but 
in youth there is a quality that 
admires a leader who fights gal­ 
lantly in the face of almost cer­ 
tain defeat. 
That 
is

the 
Southern comm anders now hold 
such a glam or to boys growing 
up in Iowa as well as in Ala­ 
bama. It also explains why young 
men make better soldiers than 
old men. 


My own favorite of that period 
has always been Stonewall Jack­ 
son, who died and left an immor­ 
tal name at 39.

Jackson's fam ous blitzkrieg mar 
ches of 1862. 


Jackson had the 
rare ability 
to outmaneuver and destroy an 
opponent facing him with more 
and better-armed troops. That is 
the supreme test of military gen 
ius. 


They still teach Jackson's tac­ 
tics at West Point, but if they 
have produced another Stonewall 
he is hiding his light under 
a 
bushel somewhere.

Ringing in the Ear 
Has M any Causes 


certain drugs, like quinine and 
salicylates, and those who have 
used alcohol and tobacco for a 
long time, may also have a ring­ 
ing in the ears. 


These 
symptoms 
call 
for 
a 
thorough physical examination in­ 
cluding a careful study of the ear 
structure. In many cases, this 
check-up will uncover the cause 
and the cure. 
It is not unusual for ringing in 
in the ears to be due to nervous 
disorders and emotional disturb­ 
ances. Sometimes in these cases, 
there might even be dizziness and 
attacks of vomiting. If, after a 
careful search, no dam age to the 
ear or other d i s e a s e s can be 
found responsible, the emotional 
life is fully investigated 


Relief Measures 


In some cases, th* nnweicome 
sounds remain a mystery, even to 
the examining physician. In those 
instances, he can use mild seda­ 
tive drugs: these are u s u a 11 y 
helpful in treating the condition. 
Relief is som etim es obtained with 
iodides, calcium, and other drugs. 
Nicotinic acid, which acts to in­ 
crease the blood circulation, may 
also help somewhat. 
In certain cases, ringing in the 
ear may be so severe that a sur­ 
gical operation offers the only 
relief.

B IL: I have heard that even 
once it is cured, mental illness 
will recur and can never be per­ 
manently cured.

sounds in the ears. Known as 
ringing in the ear, or tinnitus, 
this common .symptom may come 
from a number of different dis 
orders. 
Sometimes the sound is really 
a ringing like a bell, but not 
always. It may be a hissing, like 
escaping steam , whistling, or a 
buzzing. Some claim they hear a 
sound like hammering. 
Some patients cannot sleep be­ 
cause of these sounds, while oth­ 
ers 
are only 
bothered during 
waking hours. 


Quite a Puzzle 


Sounds in the ear can present 
quite a puzzle for a d o c t o r , 
though there are certain things 
he will suspect. One is wax, a ma 
ferial produced by the ear canal, 
in the outer ear, which may be­ 
come hard and impacted. At the 
other side of the ear, he may 
look for something blocking the 
slender tube that runs from the 
inner ear to the throat, called the 
Eustachian tube 
In some cases there is an infec­ 
tion of the middle ear. hardening 
of the bond that transmits sound 
to the inner ear (otosclerosis), 
or an inner ear deafness. Ringing 
can also indicate injury or infec­ 
tion of the auditory nerve to the 
brain. 


Other Disorder 


Sometimes, however, annoying 
sounds may be traced to a dis­ 
order not of the car alone, such 
as fever, high blood pressure, or 
heart trouble. Persons who take

GRAVESEND, England — After 
months of controversy over the 
possibility of razing St. George’s 
Church, resting place of America’s 
Indian Princess Pocahontas, a plan 
is now underway which it is hoped 
will preserve for all time this his­ 
toric shrine. 
The ancient church, located at 
the mouth of the Thames River, is 
sadly in need of repair. Its con­ 
gregation has dwindled, due to the 
fact that the residential section cf 
Gravesend has gradually moved 
farther and farther from the water­ 
front, leaving the church stranded 
in the industrial section of the city 
Last year 
the order 
went out 
from the Rochester diocesan 
re­ 
organization committee that the 
church be closed and it was later 
suggested that the building might 
be demolished. 
This proposal brought a storm of 
protest from the people here which 
reverberated over England 
and 
soon reached America. 
It was suggested by some Amor 
icans that the ashes of the princess 
be taken to her native land and 
placed in a shrine at Jamestown. 
Va., near where she had spent rn >st 
of her life. 
* 
* 
• 
THIS SUGGESTION was met by 
several serious obstacles, and the 
idea was abandoned. 
The remains had been placed in 
the same vault with others who 
died in that period, and it would 
be impossible^ exhume the dust of 
Pocahontas without disturbing the 
resting place of those buried near 
her. 


Inasmuch as 
descendants 
of 
those buried there are living here 
there would be considerable objec­ 
tion on their part. In addition, it 
might be impossible to determine 
the remains of Pocahontas from 
others in the crypt. 
It was then suggested by Sir Eve- 
_________ lyn Wrench, founder of the English- 
apartments. j speaking Union and of the Overseas 
_______MR League, that St. George’s be con­ 
stituted a Chapel of Unity for all 
denominations represented at the 
World Council of Churches. 
He 
said : 


“ Gravesend has many other his­ 
toric links with America and with 
the spread of English civilization 
across the seas. * * * Surely some 
steps should be taken to ensure 
that its part in the founding of Eng­ 
lish civilization is not forgotten.”
